lint those who have a Christian litera- 
ture are much fewer. Some half a dozen 
of the leading tongues— Urdu, Hindoo, 
Bengali, Mahrati, Tamil and Telngu— 
possess a number of Christian volumes 
of ail sort*, the result of li'alf a century 
or more of labor, but the rest are very 
destitute, and ft moat formidabl« under- 
taking it will be to make them anything 
else. The English language ought to 
be simplified and then made tha one 
medium of communication in all the 
•East. The rapidity with which its use is 
growing in India under the present sys- 
tem of education in that tongue in both- 
Government and mission schools is al- 
most startling. In the last twenty-two 
years the Madras University alone hag 
examined about 25,000 candidates foe 
the matriculation examir.ation, all of 
tlicm possessing a fair knowledge of En- 
glish. As many as 8,000 or 10,000 can- 
didates go up now annually for this ex- 
amination ia three great universities oi 
India, and English is the chief language 
used. This stream of influence year by 
year is telling very strongly upon tho 
country, inoro so than many suspect. 
Tho Indian Mirror, a native paper, 
said the other day : 
" foreigners can hardly realize the 


extent to which the English language is 
spoken and written by the educated 
classes in India, almost superseding in 
some instances the ttse of tho vernacu- 
lars, \Tiion educated Hindoos meet 
they tolk English ; wlien they write Ittt- 
tcrs to each other, they show a cleotiled 
preference for the English." 


Paris Oysters. 


It always'made me mad to see 


a Frenchman sit clown to n plate of raw 
French oysters—for when be did so lie 
dill it with on air which seemed to de- 
clare that of all countries none save 
Franco oovlil raise an oyster, aud none 
save Frenchmen knew how to cat an 
oyster. Yet the poor creatures, in all 
their self-conceit, sat thus bei'ore u plate 
of thin, coppery bivalves \vitii naught oi 
condiment before tlieni, KIVC salt, pep- 
per and vinegar. 
And I wap obliged 


to gaze on all this ignorant iiomposity, 
as to the oyster, with visions before lay 
eves of the palatial oyster saloons m 
New York, Philadelphia, Baltimore and 
Washington, where human culinary skill 
has reached its' highest flight iu dealing 
with the oyster; and the " roast," "pan | 
roast," "fried," "fried in crnmlis, 
"fried in batter," " plain stew," " b»s 
stew," "Boston stew " and '' broil, all 
attest to the racge aud scope of Ameri- 
can ingenuity iu d*J.iug with tho king of 
bivalves.

should be well filled with Unseed, 6t some 
ether vegetable oxidizing oil, while it is 
yet green, and before it begins to show 
aay sups of cracking or checking. 
This wul completely obviate this inson- 
venience. 


SIMPLE pure white lead ground in oil, 


and used v.ery thick, is on excellent ce- 
ment formendkig broken crockery ware; 
but it takes a very long time to harden 
sufficiently. Tire best plan is to place 
the mended object iu some storeroom, 
and not look after it for several weeks, 
oi even months. 
After that time it WIH 


aot part on the line of the former feae- 
ture. It resists moisture and a heat not 
exceeding that of boiling water. 


THE following is recommended as a 


cement for stoves and steam apparatus: 
Two parts of ordinary well-dried pow- 
dered loam and one part of borax are 
knaaded with the requisite quantity of 
water to a smooth dough, which must be 
at once applied to the joints. After ex- 
posure to heat this cement adheres even 
to smooth surfaces so firmly that it can 
only be removed with a chisel. Another 
cement for steam pipes is prepared, by 
mixing 430 parts in weight of white lead, 
520 of powdered slate, five of chopped 
hemp and forty-five of linseed oil. 
The 


two powders of the hemp cut into 
lengths of one-fourtk to five-sixteenths 
of an inch are mixed, and the linseed oil 
gradually added, and the mass kneaded 
till it has assumed a uniform consistency. 
This cement is said to keep better thtfn 
ordinary red-lead aament.

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 28.— 


Hundreds of telegrams are being 
received at the White House urging 
the President not to sign the Chinese 
bill. They come from all parts of 
the country, except the Pacific Coast. 
It is understood that the President is 
being strongly advised in Washing- 
ton by public men here to both sign 
and veto the bill, and it is becoming 
a very grave question, the right or 
wrong of it in the abstract, and the 
political bearing of the case. It is 
maintained by Senator Jones of Ne- 
vada, Miller of California and others 
from the Pacific coast that it is not 
only right, but a political necessity, 
and that the President cannot veto it 
A high official strongly urged upon 
the President to-day the propriety of 
signing the bill, and at the same 
time to send in a message recom- 
mending that it be amended as to 
the term of years which the prohibi- 
tion shall last This gentleman held 
that should the bill be vetoed, the 
new bill w«nld have to be introduced 
and go on the calendar in the regular 
way, because the Democrats would 
not allow it to pass under a suspen- 
sion ot the rules for obvious reasons. 
If placed at {he foot of the calendar 
it could not be reached this session. 
In the meantime the Congressional 
elections would take place, and the 
California members and a Senator in 
Congress would be sacrificed on ac- 
count of the failure of'the bill.

Poultry raisers aro always thankful 


for profitable suggestions, even the 
valuable one about "dust." The 
openness of the feathers of fowls 
which do not throw off the water 
well, like those of most birds, ena- 
bles them to cleanse themselves easier 
from insects and dirt by dusting 
their feathers and then shaking off 
the dirt, and these minute pesta with 
the dirt For this purpose one or 
more heaps of sifted ashes or very 
dry sand or earth for them to roll in 
must bo placed in the sun, and, if 
possible, under shelter, so as to be 
Warm and perfectly dry. 
The dust 


heap is as necessary to fowls as wa- 
ter for washing is to human beings. 
It cleanses their feathers and skin 
from vermin and impurities, pro- 
motes the cuticular or skin secretions 
and is materially instrumental in 
preserving their health. 
If they 


should be much troubled with insects 
mix in the heap of wood ashes a lit- 
tle flour of sulphur.
